AYlicii tlio I'':irl of Lyttoii, the Into 
Viceroy of India, and Ids Couiitcs.s re- 
turned to their country .scat in England, 
Khebworth Imll, Stevenngo, Ilertford- 
sliiro', tlioy had a splendid reception 
from a largo concourse of people, and 
an address was read eongratuliiting the 
Karl, among other things, on having 
won honors to add to those which he 
had inherited from his distinguished 
father, the late Sir Edward George 

~Earle Uulwer-Lytton. The Earl, in 
ilia reply, returned thanks to the clergy- 
man who presented the adilrcss for his 
"exceedingly kind reference"' to his 
"dear and honored father," little aware, 
perhaps, at the time that liis mother, 

'the Dowager Lady Lytton, had written 
a work which had just been published 
in which the name and reputation of 
that parent of whom he had spoken so 
art'ectionately and rf.'verently, had been 
severely assailed in language of the 

• bitterest kind and that he himself was 
held up to contempt as one who had 
pandered to his father's alleged vices. 

The work in question is entitled "A 
Blighted Life," and it is no exaggera- 
tion to say that it is one of the most 
.scurrilous books that ever has been 
published. It i.s not oidy the dead 
i^novelist and his son] the Earl of Lyt- 
"^ton, uppp whom the Dowager pours her 

• torrerftB.' of abuse; persons of tlio great- 
est enii&nce, living and dead, also come 
in for ft largo share of it — oveir the 
Queen of England is notexenipt from it. 
The l>o wager lias written a great many 
novels and other works in her time, 

' and, therefore, is well practiced with 
her pen, which .sho wiekKs with truly 
masculine vigor. Tn one of these pro- 
<luctioiis of her earlier years sho says 
she has been 'outraged in aqua fortis, 
and does not pretend to co'inplain in 
milk and water.' In "A Blighted 
Life" no one can say that sho com- 
plains in milk and water; there is aqua 
fortis in every lino. 

Lady Lytton's work treats principal- 
ly of her troubles, triais and suH'erings 
as the wife of Sir Edward Buhver Lyt- 
ton, to whom sho;frcquently alludes as 
'•Sir Liar." She% an. Irish lady, born 
in Limerickj and was '-inarrieil to the 
earl in 1827. Theirs was a love match 
it was said. However, domestic dif- 
ferences arose, and thr>y M-parated in 
1838 by mutual consent. Though se- 
parated, they seem to have done their 
worst to make eacli other miserable. 
He said that alio was worldly, and in- 
ebriate and extravagant, and she ac- 
ciised him of unremittingly placing 
every impediment in her way to pre- 
'vent her earning money by her pen, 
and hunting her through the world 
"with conspiracies and outrages. They 
annoyed each other by a kind of liter- 
•aryvrille shooting in their rcsjiective 
v^ritings, and the lady was ])pvpctually 
writing novels to annihilato her lord. 

It is a hard task to disentangle the 
story of "A Blighted Life" from the 
mass of irrelevant matter with which 
it IS interwoven. Sho begins her work 
with prcliniinaiy skirmishing, in which 
she lets off some fireworks at eminent 
men and women deceased, and at the 
late diaries Dickens in particular, 
whom she calls " that ])atont humbug;" 
and she mentions the name of a " jNliss 
Laura Deacon '' as connected with her 
husband in no enviable maiiiier. She 
goes on to call Sergeant Talford, author 
of that beautiful classical play Ion, a 
literary political ruffian, says that " all 
literary men are blaclcguards," and 
that " there is a spice of the scoundrel 
iii them all." She herself is the 
"Cassandra of prophecy, and is ahva3's 
right" — and sho predicts all sorts of 
dreadful things to tho British Empire 
from the corruption and infamy of 
those who occupy in it the highest 
places of literature, jiolitics and the 
law. They are men, slio tells u.'^,"svhose 
trium])liant vices and [loisonous exam- 
ples are enough, to breed rottenness in 
t^ei very marrow. of, the nation." She 
.tells a story about the difficulty the 
'great Lord Lyndhurst had in becoming 
Lord Chancellor because of .£15,000 
unpaid damages hanging over him on 
account of his crini. eon. with l^ady 
Sykes; and how, after the money was 
found and he became Lord Chancellor 
and ere six months had elapsed, he had 
another orira. con. with a lady whose 
noble husband cut his throat. She in- 
forms us that IMns. Norton, the fashion- 
able novelist was "one of the most in- 
famous of the aristocratic 1'raviata- 
ocracy of her time," and s.ays that "yet 
this most vile woman, with plenty of 
oth^rpt^of the same sort, is received at 
our vfrtuoiis court, and quite worthy 
of being so, by the little, selfish, sen- 
suous inanity (Queen Victoria) who 
rules over it, the murderess of poor 



Lady Flora Hastings, and the amiable 
daughter who did all she could to hold 
up her own mother (the Duchess of 
Kent) with Sir .John Conroy..'' Lady 
Lytton evidently had in her ^mind 
when writing this last morsel of scan: 
dal the story that was in circulation 
many yeais ago to the eflect that 
Queen Victoria was jealous of I^ady 
Flora Hastings, whom she suspected of 
an intrigue with Prince Albert. Lady 
Flora fretted at the suspicion ami soon 
died. 

Further on we read that Lady J.yt- 
ton wouUl "like to make a bonfire of 
all the fine, benevolent .sentiments that 
Dicken.s, Sir Jvlward llnl wer-Lytton 
and ]\rrs Norton ever wrote, with those 
of 'that other scoundrel,' Ijaurence 
Sterne, and placing the tlireo former 
within smelting heat of the flames, col- 
lect an equivalent quantity of ink to 
all they had ever used in gulling the 
public and force the black lie article 
down their throats.'' \\'riting of 
Dickens' "In Memoriain " of Thackeray 
in the CovnhiH J/i'i/ii-Jvc, sho says: — 
"It was also a way of letting tho 
groundlings know that his son, Master 
Dickens, had been at Eton, though lie 
took care not to toll them that Miss 
Burdett-C'oiitts had paid for him there. 
For she can do these superogatory 
tbing.s, and i)uild churches, though she 
cannot give a private unknown guinea 
to her own starving -celatives, of which 
like every one else in the worlil, she 
has soma." 

Lady Lytton misses no opportunity 
of expressing her contempt for her 
husband's writings. She alludes to 
to his contributions to Jilacktvood as 
"Balderdashiana," and sneers at the 
mawkish sontituentnlity of his works 
generally, calling them "grossly im- 
moral plagiaries." Her contempt for 
his "moral lectures to snobs at Mo- 
clianius' l.natitute upon tho holiness of 
truth and the sacredncss of probity,'' i.s 
unbounded. His handwriting she 
calls an "unmistakably mean scrawl," 
and .she thus graphically describes one 
of his ejiistles: "It looked as if an in 
sane spider had tumbled into the ink, 
and then the webs of Sir Edward's lies, 
being too llimsy to make it a' straight 
waistcoat, it had, with my complaint, 
delirium tremens ! — from the ink it had | 
inbibed T— ;frantically dt^i^ itself 
againsf^the pap^\" 'His^KeSd is the 
head of a goat upon a lean body. In 
an earlier work she calls him "A liter- 
ary Cagliostro," "A Political Titus 
Gates, ''"A Marital Henry the Jughtli;'" 
in this he is, at tho best "a very I 
monster," "a dastardly villain, ' i 
" a vile wretch," " the mcarlest ; 
and crudest of .all villians and 
cowards," "a loathsome bnito with a 
moral and physical leprosy.'' One ; 
lady she calls "a double distilled ass," | 
and tho British public, to whom, by 
tho way, this work a])peals, is "a pati- 
ent Grizzel." England is "the land of 
cant and crime," and the English, to a i 
man, the most sordid, selfish, time-serv- 
ing tuft hunters in the world ; Mam- 
mon being their only Cod, and self 
their high priest. It is her opinion 
that "writers on the I^nglish press 
would do anything in the way of pull' 
for value received in government in- 
terest, and tho invitation to their vul- 
gar wi^'e.s.'' '.riiere was in former 
years "a girl that her son was much at 
tached to — not an English miss," she 
thanks God. She is severe on the 
"illegitimate sons and daughters of the 
English aristocracy," and mentions 
their names wherever she can. Mr? 
Troll()[)e's novels are " wishy-washy 
and vulgar," and those of various other 
established wrilei's of fiction are 
•'trashy and commonplace.'' She has 
no patience with the "omnipresence of 
self in authors," although it is not en- 
tirely absent from this or any other of 
her work.s. 

Lady Lytton say.s, with Esmond, 
"f have seen too much of success in 
life to take ofl' my hat and huzza to it 
as it passes.' I am also fully aware 
of literary posthumous chivalry, and 
its Bayard courage upon tho safe van- 
tago ground of posterity. Therefore, 
when I Iiav6 been dead .some hundretl 
years, how pens will start from their 
inkstands, like swords from tlnnr scab- 
bards, to avenge me, while electric 
caligrapliy will not Imve suflicicnt ink 
in Christendom to blacken SirJSdward, 
Caisar Borgia of the nineteenth 
century, with the beauty and the cour- 
age left out. Gentlemen,'* sho con- 
cludes, apestrophizing the pres's unborn, 
"I cannot find words to thank you — 
all I shall have to say, then, is what 1 
pray now — Implora pace ! "

The meeting calloil by tlin mayor fo 
to-morrow evening will bo tiie liirgci 
and (should be) tli(> most unaniinoua 
publicgatiieringevercouveued in thepro 
• vinco. Tlio object is one that must 
enli^ tlie active syEopathy and co-oper 
^ ation of the people o£ both sections and 
bwill, wo feel confident, if properly put 
before them, meet with the approval o" 
the authorities at Ottawa. Only ill 
considered, harum-scarum resolutions 
and ill-natured, .scatter-brained speeches 
can possibly injure a cause s« good, 
, People should bear in mind that 
dealing with the Ottawa government 
they approach sincere and tried friends 
that they are men who have shown by 
their acts that they understand 
appreciate our position ami are prcpar 
ed to do what lies in their i)0wnr to 
carry out all the obligations of tiio 
jDominion to the Paoiiio. pro vinco. At 
tiiia" indment they are actively engaged 
on the mainland in fulfilling the jjrinci 
pal term in the original compact 
union, and have completed an agree 
meat with a powerful syndicate to pro 
vide railway communication fi'om ocean 
r-to ocean within the period of ten years, 
THis information is highly gratifying. 
No one on the island begrudges the 
mainland section tlio prosperity ir ston 
for it ; and we can discover no reason 
why the two sections (since the route 
v.; has been definitely settled) should no 
work in perfect accord for the gooil o 
both. Vancouver Island must ever be 
a largo consumer of the articles the main 
land produces in abundance ; and when 
the railway from Yale to Savona shall 
have been completed the province will 
become an exporter of wheat instead o" 
continuing an importer. The destinies 
of the two sections are so closely iden 
tified that n policy which will benefit 
one cannot but redound to the advan 
tage of the other, it has never been 
asserted at Ottawa that the province 
^ , has been other than patient and loya 
under v^ery ; trying eipeumstances. By 
the original terms Canada was bound 
to comroeuco the railway within two 
; years and complete it within ten' years 
from the date of confederation. But 
nearly nine years elapsed before the 
first sod for the railway was turned 
J.' ■ aiid in July 1881 (whoa the ten years 
originally allowed for the completion of 
•'Ibe'rail way will have expired,) scarcely 
30 of the 500 miles of rail required in 
British Columbia will be laid. It 
unnecessary for us to remark that the 
'delay in railway construction has form 
ed the subject of many and urgent re 
monstrances, and that as far hack 
1874: on appeal to the home govern- 
ment Lord Carnakvon proposed a set- 
tlement which was accepted by the Ot 
° ^ tawa and Victoria governments. Thi.' 
settlement has since been known as tlie 
Caknarvon Terms. It provides for the 
construction of a line of railway from 
Esquinmlt to Nanairao and the expend- 
r .i^ 'itu're of at least §2,000,000 per annum 
on railway construction on the main- 
land, and extends the period for the 
completion of the whole line from 1881 
to 1890. In compliance with that 
settlement theColumbian legislature re- 
terved and conveyed in trust to the Ot- 
tawa government the tract of land 
.that 'has since been known as the "Is 
la'nii'Eailway Belt." Previous to this 
conveyance tho public lands lying be- 
tween Esquimau and Seymour Nar- 
rows were reserved for railway jiur- 
poses at the request of the Macdoxald 
government. For upwards of seven 
'years those lands have been practically 
out; of the market. Having alienated 
them the local governniont could give 
'lio title and the few settlers who have 
ventured on the lands remain there on 
sutlerance as squatters. Very great 
injury has been inflicted upon the peo- 
ple of the province in consequence of 
this land alienation. It has lost severo- 
' ly in population and trade. Confidence 
in the permanancy of the place has 
been shaken, and hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars invested by private 
parties upon the strength of the pledges 
of tho dominion endorsed by the Im- 
perial, government are unproductive. 
°Had the Carnarvon Terms been carried 
out in their integrity it is safe to as- 
sert that Columbia would to-day bo 
ouo of the most prosperous and revenue- 
producing provinces of tho dominion. 
Last week wo printed oflicial figures to 
demonstrate that we annually contri- 
;j bute in customs duties alono towards 
the iFederal treasury the very large 
sum of three-quarters of a million dol- 
lars, besides being largo customers for 
Canadian manufactures. Had the 
province been '(justly and generously" 
dealt with during the past six years we 
c'^inter tain not the slighte^ doubt that 
^■the revenue now derived vy the domin- 
ion would reach 82,000,000. Canada 
would thus have received back in duties 
dollar for dollar the minimum sum that 
under the Carnarvon Terms she should 
have expended within our borders. 
' The revenue and trade of Col una bia is 
capable of great expansion. All she 
requires is a fair field and she will nsk 
■ no favors. Under the arrangement with 
the syndicate the Mainland will secure 
^an annual expenditure in excess of the 
§2,000,000 guaranteed by the Carnak- 
von settlemenc; and the Dominion 
Government have availed themselves of 
. the existence of that settlement to al- 
'io'w'^he syndicate till 1890 to complete 
the whole work. There remains, then, 
but one term of the Carnarvon com- 
pact — viz. tho island railway clause — 
t3 fulfil, and to consider Canada's de- 
fault in that particular the meet- 
ing: has .been ^.palled- for tO'inorrow, 
We ' mentioned at. thb. 'outset 
that we • feel confident if our 
claims are fairly, reasonably, luoder- 
ately and ye.spoctfuUy urged upon Can- 
ada'she will not turn a deaf ear. Colum- 
bia 8 bes friends are in power at Ot- 
tawa. " Thejr nro fltatesmen who have" 



shown that they fully grasp the im- 
portance of overland communication 
and that they recognize tho necessity 
of composing the difiTerences which 
have long contributed to make the 
union with British Columbia one in 
name only. It should be our aim to 
couch tho addresses and resolutions 
to-morrow night in language that will 
not be calculated to offend or alienate 
a single friend, and, moreover, a line 
of policy should be inaugurated that 
will secure jjcrfect unanimity of 
sentiment and action from all parts of 
this broRtl province.. .

Additional evidonce was afforded on Fri- 
day night to prove that thocity is, and has 

been for soiuo time, infested by ;\ gang of 
thieves wlioso operatiiin.s, nltluuigli not 
attended its yet with in.'irked financial 
success, are siilliciently buhl, activoandwell 
devised, to create a feeling of insecurity. 
At about 2 o'clqck yesterday morning Mr. 
^ -yVGoarielPa gpocery store, situate on the 
corner of Douglas and Cormorant streets, 
was entered by burglars. The tliieves 
cflectcd tlieir entrance by roninvitig tv,-o 
panes of ghm from tlie upper sasli of a 
window at thq rear of the premises. Pass- 
ing through the aperture tliey found 
thomselvoB iii an apartment used as a 
: sort of lumber raoni, but further intru- 
sion was denied by a locked door. The 
obstruction, however, was only tempor- 
ary, for the burglars (piickly a]iplied an 
ax to tho lock and wrenched it oil'. Tliey 
then found thciiisolves in a p.issago and 
on reaching the end of it discovered that 
before tlioycouldenter tlio front part of the 
pi:emiscs another logked door would have 
to bo manipnlated. They soon disposed 
of tho lock, but to thoir dismay the door 
still refused to open n-s it was securely 
bolted on tho othersidu. \\'ith an amount 
_pf perseverance worthj' of a bettor cause 
'the thieves again prDCccded to apply their 
ax with good oil'ect and had alihoat mana- 
■ Bgedto withdraw tho bolt when the noise 
they had made awoko Mr. Gosnell's clerk. 
Heat once jumped out of bed and ran 
down Btail's toopcn tho door, thinking that 
Mr. G. had just returned, as ho had been 
engaged till a lato hour smoking bacon. 
The burglars, who had previously pro- 
vided for their exit by opening the door 
of tho room thny first entercl, finding 
they were disturbed quickly retreated and 
made good, their escape, riiiiiiing across 
the back yard and the lot at the rear of 
Messrs. Wright & "Rudgo's stone works. 
An inspection of tho premises showed 
that tho cracksmen had iioithor stolen 
anything nor loft luiything behind them 
— except foot prints. It is evidence thoy 
were strangers to tho promises, as thoy 
could not have selecled a more unfavor- 
able portion of the building to gain a 
speedy entrance. The work thoy had to 
perform^jn. fiviov. to overcome the ob- 
structions' must have occupied at least 
three quarters of an hnm-. The police 
wore notified and ( Miicer h'lewiii 
proceeded to the scene nf l lie burglary, but 
up to tho present time im arrests have 
been made. The thieves do not ap- 
pear to confine their operations to tef- 
i-a firma, for on Thursday night the 
pilot sloop Carolena, riding at anchor oil' 
L<iing's ways, was boarded by robbers who 
ransacked the vessel and niado oil' with 
various articles of clothing, boots and a 
quantity of "grub." 'J'he dopiedation 
w;ls repeated on Friday night, but up to 
yesterday afteEnoonno complaint had been 
lodged with' the police. Mr. Jones, pro- 
prietor of tho Dominion Hotel, Yates 
street, was also robbed on Friday night of 
half a dozen ducks of choice breed. As 
it is not improb.able that the gang of 
bad characters already at large in tho city 
will, during the winter months, bo consider- 
ably augmented wo would adviso paler 
/amt7{ns;:to ftistcn his doors securely and 
hold himsclf-in readiness to give any un- 
welcome guest a warm, if not a cordial, 
reception. In the meantime a number 
of suspicious strangers should be placed 
under' strict police mrveillance or given 
a stated number of hours to leave the city.

Although in 
parts we-f hinK thoS^vriter fidoeiaS scarcely 
justice to Island sentiment, wo cannot 
dcnj" that in other respects his criticism 
is not altogether unfair. But there were 
faults on both sides. We commend the 
article — especially its last half — to the 
careful Sunday reading and meditation of 
our thoughtful subscribers. It would 
seem to indicate that the Island is on the 
eve of a good understanding with the 
Mainland section and that lioiieeforth tho 
" two p.-irts of a whole'' will work to- 
gether with unity of purpose and object 
to achieve a great and prus[)erous des- 
tiny: 

" Our friends acroas tho Gulf propose 
considering, in mass meeting assembled, 
tho subject of an ishmd railway. Tho 

(picstion has a history and, for tho matter 
of that, so have Victoi-ia " mass meet- 
ings." It will still be within tho range 
of ordinary recollection that a " mass 
meeting," held in .St. Nicholas Hall, gave 
heed to tho dem.agogue cry — " No rail- 
way to Esquimalt, no Confederation." 
Coming past many similar follies down 
to a nuieh more recent date, another 
" mass meeting" alli.'wed itself to be led 
away by the same song set to a. new tune 
— "TIio Island Kail wa\- or 8e])aratioii. " 
Then, again, there is the dreary record of 
strenuous elforts to carry the railway far 
north of Vaiicoiivcr, whore it would have 
been virtuallj' lost to Columbia, rather 
than that it shoidil come down the fertile 
valley of (he Eraser; ;iiid tdtbuiigli these 
ell'orts failed in their suicidal object, they 
undoubtedly resulted inneodles.s expendi- 
ture of time and moiK-y on surveys, and 
in several _M-.\i-a' .hOay in the coiunionce- 
mont of rtiilway construction. It would 
scarcely be suriirisiiig if a {(uestion 
around which such historical niomories 
cluster shiuild find little favor in Main- 
land eyes. .\nd yet it is well that the 
subject should be freed fi-om all siicheni- 
bitteriiig association, discussed in a 
.spirit of fairness and dealt with on its 
own inoi-ita. Wlien Oohimbia formulated 
the conditions upon which she was willing 
to enter the confederated British North 
American Empire it is quite obvious that 
an island railway was not present to her 
mind. On the contrary, in designating 
iuid distributing the various public works 
which Canada was to be asked to luider- 
take, it was expressly intimtited that, as 
the Canadian Pacific liaihvay woidd 
doubtless reach the soa at Ihn'ra.rd Inlet, 
the graving dock should be allotted to the 
Island upon the gi'onnd of territorial dis- 
tribution, rather tluin on account of any 
su])poscd superiority of E.squim.ilt as ii 
site In fact the graving dock was eoii- 
ceeded to Esquimalt .as a set-ofl" for liiir- 
rard having tho railway. Well, Btirrard 
Inlet has the railway and Esiiuimalt has 
tho dock; and thus it -will bo seen tliat 
all is fair and stxuare up to tlytt point — 
that is so to/e na tJioi Tqiids oj^Union are 
concerned. Vancouver caunot-i have any 
well-gnninded claim for a railway as .i 
Dominion work. But it would not be al- 
together fair to rest the question here; 
and it is our desire to deal with it in a 
spirit of fairness, if uft magnanimity. 
There are nof wanting circumstances 
which may be taken to constitute reason- 
able ground for expecting, if not abso- 
lutely claiming, an island r.iihvay at tin; 
hands of the Doiiiiuion Gorernment. 
First of all wo have that government in a 
premature and thoughtless inoniont olli- 
cially ja'oclaiiniiig Esquimalt the tei iuinus 
of the Canada. Pacific Railw.ay, and hav- 
ing a twenty mile bolt of land ex 
tending from that poiiil to Siiyniour 
Norrows placed under reservation^ ^ Next 
wo have a projiosal from a succeeding ad- 
ministration i'li/.-c (iliii to construct ii iiiil- 
way from Esquimalt to Nanaimo, as a 
distinct work; and when the bill author- 
izing the same is thrown out by the Sen- 
ate wc find the same administration oll'er- 
ing, in lieu of tho railway, a specific sum 
of money c(-|ual to ten thousand dollars 
per mile of said railway. (Jiir present 
business is to state facts, not criticise ac- 
tion—else wc might dilate upon the folly 
of rejecting this money offer, rogardinu 
tho matter from an island point of view. 
Last but not least coiii^i tho so-called Car- 
narvon Terms, wliicli uiiquestiunabl}- in- 
cluded a railway between Esquimalt and 
Nanaimo and which might fairly be cou- 
sidorcdas having bound the Dominion 
Government had Columbia taken such an 
action as would have tho terms binding. 
Those various facts and circuuistauces, 
taken iu connectitui with the fact that in 
anticipation of Canada keeping faith in 
this matter tho i^esorvatirui has been loy- 
ally maintained upon the island railway 
belt, tlieieby practically closing the whole 
island against Hottjoment ought, one would 
think, to be regarded as constituting some 
claim lor consideration at the hands of 
the Uominion ( loverniuent, and more es- 
pecially at the hands (if the j/i'i'^i'iit Do- 
minion Government, iind of this we feel 
confident that if the claim be put forward 
with wisdom and moderation urged upon 
grounds and in a way which cjinnot bo 
considered as conflicting with tho rights 
and interests of other sections nf tho pro- 
vince, the people of the mainland wdl be 
found disposed to overlook past difl'er- 
ences, forgive past wrongs and niagnani- 
mou."'ly second the reasonable efl'brts ot 
the people of Vancouver Island to secure 
their railway.
